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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



1 . Claims 21-24, and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Vossoughi et al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,836,486). 

Referring to claim 21 , Vossoughi discloses a first platform 21 rotatable around a 
first axis (see Figure 1 and Column 3, Lines 40-65), and a second platform 14 within 
which the first platform is rotatably mounted for rotation about a second axis (see Figure 
1 and Column 3, Lines 40-65). 

Referring to claim 22, Vossoughi discloses a third platform 10 within which the 
second platform part is rotatably mounted for rotation about a third axis (see Figure 1 ). 

Referring to claim 23, Vossoughi discloses that the first and second platforms are 
perpendicular (see Figure 1 and Column 3, Lines 40-65). 

Referring to claim 24, Vossoughi discloses that the first, second, and third axes 
are mutually perpendicular (see Figure 1 and Column 3, Lines 40-65). 

Referring to claim 26, Vossoughi discloses the display has viewpoints where the 
user can place their eyes on (see Figure 1 for a monitor with multiple "viewpoints").

Allowable Subject Matter 
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2. Claims 25, and 27-31 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Also see previous office action for reasons for allowance of claims 1-4, and 6-20. 
Also note that the allowance of claim 5 has been for the same reasons of allowance of 
independent claim 1 .
